The Army Security Aren oy Technical Committee will meet at the call 
of the Chairman on any Friday at 1015 hours as frequently as deemed 
aoproprlate and at such place end date as may be designated by the noti- 
fication. Copies of the notification will be forwarded to all members 
and other interested individuals and agencies in time to be received at 
least ten (10) working days prior to the date of the meeting. Only in 
oasea of extreme urgency will items be presented at a Technical Committee 
meeting that have not been in oiroulation for coordination at least ten 
(10) working days. The notification will oontain a listing of all items 
on the agenda and draft copies of these items, security permitting. Items 
with Top Seoret code word olaesif icati on will not be distributed with the 
notification or alnutea but will be distributed at the meeting and if 
necessary, may be had prior to the meeting by speoial request to the Sec- 
retary. Record eopies of suoh reports will be distributed only to those 
who require them and will be distributed separately from the minutes. 

21. Attendant 



Members and observers attending meetings will be required to sign 
an attendance sheet prior to the formal opening of the meeting. Items 
on the agenda will be presented by the individual designated by the noti- 
fication or by an alternate authorized by the Chairman.

Mon- 
participation by a ooamlttee member after he has been riven due notioe and 
opportunity to participate, will indloate that hie agenoy hat no intereat 
in the matters to be aoted upon and that approval by the agenoy he repre* 
aenta will not be required. Kon-oonourrenoe will be indicated only by 
the filing of a minority report.

In the event an 
agreement is scoured, the report will be referred baok to the Teohnioal 
Committee for reoord of agreement. In the event an agreement oannot be 
aeoured, the Chief, Army Security Agency will refer the oomplete report, 
with minority reports, together with his recommendations, to the General 
Staff, United States Army for decision. Teohnioal Committee action is 
not onnsidered as final on an item requiring Reproval by hir’ner authority 
until approval by the General Staff, United States Army has been •'ranted. 
Approval of a Committee reoosnsendation by the General Staff member of the 
Committee will be for and by the authority of the Secretary of the Army.
